Life and Glory. His Royal Heir is Mafter of all his great 
Father’s Virtues, and deiervedly fhares in all the Vows that 
are offer’d to Heaven for the Prefervation of a Family that 
have done fuch fignal Services to Liberty and Great Britain. 
But there is no great Quality that more con{picuoufly fhines 
forth in the laft, than his Piety and Affection for the Church 
of England. Senfible of the Caufe for which his illuftrious 
Anceftors were call’d to wear the Crown, he particularly 
diftinguithes himfelf by his Zeal for the Proteftant Religion ; 
The Clergy are conftantly the favour'd Objects of his No- 
tice ; he takes every Opportunity to refcue theni from the

loves, to pull down Bleffings on hi:n and his little ones, and 
to defeat the Malice and Defigns of his Enemies.

Heaven againt Lim. 

Sach Difpofitions endear Princes to their People. If the 
Englifh have given Proofs of their fturdy Fiercenefs, in con- 
trouling fach of their Monarchs as have attempted to extend 
the Prerogative, or if they have incurr’d the foolifh Cenfure 
of flavith Nations, who refpe& even the Errors of their 
Sovereigns, at leaft they may vie with the moi bigotted 
Subje&s in Affetion, as often as they have been bieft with 
good Princes. The Reign of Queen Elizabeth is remarkable 
for nothing more than the voluntary Affociations which her 
Subjefts enter’d into for her Defence: The like Zeal for 
his prefent Majefty has fhone forth as confpicuoufly, All 
the Poifon which our late occa/fonal Patriots, by malignant 
Speeches within Doors, tried to infufe into the Minds of 
the People, on the Subjett of the Hanover ‘Troops, had no 
other Effeét than to raife thofe mock Patriots to high Places ; 
it left not the leaft Impreffion on the People, who thew'd they 
knew how to value the lenient Virtues of their Monarch on 
the Throne: They unanimonfly rofe in his Defence againft 
that deluded Pretender, who, too late finding himfelf fo, 
declar'd the Inducement to his Attempt had its Foundation 
in the Diffatisfaftion which he imagined had been railed by 
the aggravated Affair of the Hamoverians, and the perfonal 
Afperfions caft upon the Royal Houle from the Mouths of 
contemptible Boys, and Profeffors of the Oratory of Bi/- 
ling gate ; which, with Shame and Confufion I mention it, 
we have feen approved and rewarded ; But the fame People 
who can diftinguith the Merit of the Sovereign, can dijcern 
the Demerits of his M s; however apt to be impa- 
tient under Oppreffion from the Throne, yet will they not 
fuffer the Throne to be opprefied. Proteétion and Deience 
are mutual Obligations on Prince and People: Lis the 
Province of the firt to take Cate that his M s do 
hot lay unneceffary Burthens on his Subjects, as itis the 
Duty of the latter to prevent fuch Ml————s, as have en- 
grofled Power by a Fa@ion, from laying illegal Reflraints 
on the Royal Will: 
Minifter, of a moderate Capacity, may form a Faction 
and tyrannize over his Matter as well as over his Fellow- 
Subjects. In Saveden; where the different Parts of their 
Conititution are not fo wilely balanced as in our own, we 








For in Free Governments, like this, a 


hear of coftinual Hardfhips which a prevailing Fadion in 
the Senate impofe upon their Sovereign : They frequently 
force him to approve and eftablifh what tends to confirm 
hisown Dependence and their Power, ‘The famous Peerage- 
Bill in the late Reign; is faid to have had a Tendency that 
Way ; though fome are of Opinion, that it was calculated 
by the great Minifter then at the Helm, rather againit the 
fa€tious Power and corsupt Difpofition he had experienced 
in the noted Nos folk Faction, who traduc'd it as a Device 
of the Miniftry to fecure their own Power againft the next 
Heir, by making fure of a Majority in the upper Houte, 
which might for ever check the Popularity they forefaw he 
muft have in the lower. If the Bill had any thing of that 
Kind in View, it was very unjuftifiable as well as unconiti- 
tutional, and was the more dangerout, as it was under the 
Conduét of a vety able Miniiter, who however was de- 
feated in his Purpole, merely from an Apprehenfion that 
the Rights of the Royal Succeflor was affected by it, by 
fhackling up his munificent Hands from diftributing the

dome little Time previous to that Oceafion, there were 
a great many Commoners raifed. to the Honour of the 
Peerage ; which feem'd to foretel what was m Agitation, 
when fuch high Honours become over-frequently conferr’d 
upon dittle Merit: It genera'!y gives an Apprehenfion they 
ure proftituted for fome occafisnal Revolution in Politics, 
avd ftirs up the laudably-jealous Attention of every Friend 
to the Confitation of his Country, and te read Honour 
of the Crown. 

Whoever is converfant in modern Hiftory, muft know 
the Weight which the Cardinal-Nephew, or rrime-Mini- 
fler, has in the Conclave, by the Number of Flats which 
he has beftow'd on his Creatures, who, if I cannot rai 
their Patron to the Papacy, can at leaft often nominate 
whornfoever the choofes to the Succeflion. 

I recollect a dreadful Inftance wherein fuch Apprehen- 
fions of a Miniftry drove them to the moft horrid Extre- 
inities: It was the Cafe of the virtuous and gallant Don 
Carlos, Heir apparent to Philip the Second of Spar. This 
unfortunate Prince had let drop fome Hints ot his Difap- 
probation of fome of his Father's Minilters: Thefe were 
the Duke d.454a, who, as the elegant Hiftorian the Abbe 
St. Real fays, jude'd it was Time to begin to fortify him/elf 
againft the Prince's growing Authoity; and Rus Gomex, 
auho, having the abfolute Di/pofal of the Finances, was afraid 
that the Prince, «who was naturally generous, would for the 
future take upon himfelf to grant Favours, and leave nothing 
to others but the meer Merit of executing them. Thele two 
Men touk every Opportunity to imifreprefent the Prince, 
both to his King and to the People; to the former, His 
Enemies neglected no Opportanity to cut off all Means of Re- 
conciliation betaueen bis Father and him; and to the latter, 
They prevented every Acceffian of Dignity that could recommend 
him to the Eyes of the Multitude; When he demanded the 
Command of the Army in Flanders, it would be difficult, 
fays the Hillorian, to expre/s to what a Degree Rui Gomez 
and the Duke d' Abba were alarm'd at this Defign. The 
Authority, that an Employment of fuch Confequence would give 
to the Heir- Apparent, appear’d evident Ruin for them: They 
Sorefarr, that at his Return from this Expedition, in which 
he vould infallibly fuccced, the Prince would become bis 
Father's. Fir, Minifter, and that they muft depend upon him. 
W hata melancholy Catattrophe thefe Reflections occation'd 
is too well known > it is fufficient to repeat the Words of 
the Biographer of this illuitrious Unfortunate : They bad no 
Repofe "till they bad completed his Defiraction, But now I 
have digreffed to this Ancedote, which I muft own had no- 
thing to do with, nor bears any Refemblance in any Light 
to my Subject, or to the prefent Times, I muft do fo much 
Yuftice to the Memory of that lamented Hero, as to tran- 
{cribe one more Pailage of his Hiftorian : The exalted Spirit 
and the heroic Inclinations of the unfortunate Don Carlos cere 
at lafl represented under their proper Title of Virtues, after 
ha ving becn fo long dilguisd by bis Enemies under the Name 


of Vices.

They had with them a Maitiff-Dog, 
of the largeft Breed, which they fpoke to by the Words, 
Hold him; the Dog immediately faften’d upon the 
Viétualler, and tore his Face in a terrible Manners and 
had it not been for fome People being in the Houfe at that 
‘Time, who entreated the Bailiff to pull off the Dog, which 
they refufed to do, untill it was declar’d by the Spectators 
the Dog fhould be kill'd, it was believed the Dog would 
have tore out his Throat. The Victualler lies dangeroufly 
ill with the Bites of the Dog, and the Blows he received 
from the Bailiffs. 

Tuefday one Williams a Shoemaker and his Wife, 
having been drinking for fometime at a Publick-houfe at 
Holborn Bridge, went home to their Lodging in Shoe-lane, 
where Words arifing between them, the Woman in her 
Paflion took up a Knife and ftabb’d him in the Back, as he 
lay on the Bed, of which Wound he died in a few Minutes;
